Lompoc’s Environm ental Quality 
Committee Wednesday recommended 
approval for an Environmental Impact 
Report that will simplify, but not com­ 
pletely resolve questions surrounding the 
proposed development of the original 
site of La Purisima Mission. 
The issue is a tangle of legalities and 
red tape that goes back three years and 
involves the proposed request by Neal 
Elms for a lot split on property south of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad tracks and 
between E and G Streets. 
The committee recommended the 
following actions to the Planing Commis­ 
sion and City Council : 
11 That a historic district be es­ 
tablished by the city in and immediately 
adjacent to the proposed National 
Registry boundaries... 
2) That the city assist in the establish­ 
ment of the historic values inherent in 
this site by means of a number of 
methods including: Continued search for 
methods of funding a full archaeological 
investigation which would lead to the ul­ 
timate disposition of vacant private 
lands either in the public trust or return 
to private use unencumbered. 
3) The city promote the disposition of 
those properties of the most significant 
value into the hands of the State of 
California... 
4) The city should promote the wisest 
possible understanding of the issues . 
5) The city Should assist in efforts to 
s> -ure right of entry in the name of the 
public trust under an acceptable agree­ 
ment to the property owners... 
And among other stipulations: That 
the applicant offer the property for sale 
to the State of California, the U S 
Department of the Interior, and to the 


Santa Barbara Trust for Historic Preser­ 
vation for a period not less than 30 days 
but not more than 60 days from date of 
approval (by the council). 
Urban Planner Mike Kaufman told the 
committee the city would have to act 
decisively on the matter, because the 
Elms property couldn’t be encumbered 
forever. The problem arises from 
stipulations of the law that says you 
can’t destroy items or sites of significant 
historial and archaeological value. 
Kaufman said the cloud covers not only 
the Elms property, but surrounding 
properties as well. 
Action by the council to approve the 
EIR will enable Elms to split his 
property into three parcels, one with his 
own homesite and two others, both va­ 
cant. but will not guarantee at this junc­ 
ture that future developers of those 
properties will not face the same 
quandary, according to Kaufman. 
Today, Kaufman said a full scale 
archaeological survey would eliminate 
most of the immediate questions, but 
would be expensive and it’s uncertain 
who would pay for the work. 
Another solution to the problem, ac­ 
cording to Kaufman would be for 
someone to buy the Elms property 
and keep it as a historical site. The city 
is out as a buyer. Kaufman said and con­ 
sidering the great amount of expense in­ 
volved, the state also might be reluctant 
to acquire the land 


That would leave some private institu­ 
tion as the remaining possibility. 


After a lengthy discussion, the com­ 
mittee approved the EIR, which notes 
that, if the stipulations of the report are 
followed. Elms could develop his land 
with no adverse impact on the old mis­ 
sion site. 
Governor Brown ready 
to compromise on LNG 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A represen­ 
tative of Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr op­ 
posed the Assembly’s major liquefied 
natural gas bill Wednesday but said 
Brown is ready to meet “around the 
clock’’ to reach a compromise. 
Bill Press, director of the governor’s 
Office of Planning and Research, said 
the administration “ fears’’ that several 
provisions in the bill (AB220) by As­ 
semblyman Terry Goggin would “bog 
down rather than facilitate the siting 
process” for an LNG terminal. 
However, Press told an Assembly 
energy subcommittee chaired by Goggin 
that he generally agreed with two goals 
of Goggin’s bill: that the Coastal Com­ 
mission be empowered to choose the 
location for an LNG terminal and that 
the site preferrably be offshore. 
We feel we are getting closer” to 
agreement with Goggin, Press said, “but 
unfortunately we are not close enough.” 


In an attempt to reach agreement, he 
said. “The governor is prepared to meet 
around the clock in the next couple of 
weeks” with legislators and represen­ 
ta tiv e s of u tilitie s , la b o r and 
environmental groups. 
The subcommittee delayed action on 
Goggin’s bill and a rival measure 


(AB1082) sponsored by Assemblyman 
William E. Dannemeyer, R-Fullerton. 


The Dannemeyer measure, supported 
by utilities -but opposed by Assembly 
leaders, would grant the Public Utilities 
sole authority to choose a location for an 
LNG terminal under an expedited siting 
process. 


Press said procedural delays posed by 
Goggin’s measure would “defeat the 
very purpose of the bill” — which is to 
speed up siting of an LNG plant. 


For example. Press said, the ad­ 
ministration disagreed with the bill’s 
July 1.1978, target date for selecting the 
site. He said the governor preferred a 
deadline five months sooner — Jan. 31.

Three attempts to cap 
gusher oil well fail 


STAVANGER, Norway - (UPI) - 
T hree a tte m p ts by a d ared ev il 
troubleshooter team to cap a gusher oil 
well spewing 28,000 barrels a day into the 
North Sea failed today because a valve 
was attached upside down. 
“ It was a setback,” said Robert 
Archimbeault, engineering manager for 
Phillips Petroleum Company. 
Beginning at dawn, a team led by two 
Texans from Paul “ R ed” A dair’s 
Houston blowout prevention company 
labored for 12 continuous hours in an at­ 
tempt to cap the well. 
Three times their efforts to close a 
blowout preventer valve were unsucces­ 
sful because the valve was attached “in 


an inverted position,” Archimbeault 
said. 
Each time the valve “closed for a few 
seconds and then failed,” he said 


“The operation would have worked if 
the valve had been positioned properly, 
he said. “ It was a mistake. This is a set­ 
back.”

Product safety panel 
bans asbestos items 


furor recently when retired Santa Bar­ 
bara Superior Court Judge Floyd C. 
Dodson was given a temporary assign­ 
ment to Ventura County Superior Court 
by former justice Donald R. Wright. 
Dodson had been defeated for reelec­ 
tion but just before his term of office was 
to end Jan. 3, he elected to retire, thus 
being eligible for temporary assignment.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Citing well- 
documented cancer hazards, the Con­ 
sumer Product Safety Commission today 
banned spackling compounds and other 
wall patching mixtures with asbestos as 
well as asbestos-containing imitation 
logs and ash used in gas-burning 
fireplaces. 
The agency left open, however, the 
question of whether consumers will be 
able to get refunds for such products now 
in their possession 
One thing the agency said it wanted to 
consider was how to tell consumers they 
could return fake fireplace material 
safely to the store if a refund is eventual­ 
ly ordered for such material. 
In addition, the commission ordered 
its staff to conduct an investigation into 
whether other asbestos-containing 
products ranging from modeling clay to 
vinyl floor tile should also be banned. 
“This is probably one of the most well- 
documented toxic substances around,” 
said Commissioner David Pittle of 
asbestos, a known carcinogen. “ You 
don’t have to look at the rats, just look at 
the people.” 
The commission had been urged to ban 
spackling compounds and similar mix­ 
tures with asbestos by the Natural 
Resources Defense Council. The group 
contended millions of consumers were 
being exposed to a needless hazard when 
such materials are installed, sanded or 
removed 


The commission granted that petition 
today by a vote of 4 to 0, with one 
member absent. By the same vote, the 
commissioners also banned spackling 
compounds containing a specific form of 


asbestos called tremolitic talc. 
The request to ban logs and ash made 
of asbestos, which glow to simulate wood 
burning in gas fireplaces, came from 
Rachel Scott of Overland Park, Kan., a 
freelance writer who is now associated 
with the Environmental Defense Fund.

SALT reset 
to May 18 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
State Department announced today 
that the Soviet Union and the United 
States will resume their negotia­ 
tions on a Strategic Arms Limita­ 
tion Agreement on May 18 in 
Geneva. 
The talks will be a continuation of 
the 
Moscow negotiations which 
ended in late March when the 
Soviets 
rejected two American 
proposals, one of which would have 
entailed drastic cuts. 
State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter III said, “Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
will meet on May 18 in Geneva to 
discuss the Middle East and matters 
involving strategic arm s.. The 
meeting is expected to last two or 
three days.” 
The Vance-Gromyko meeting was 
supposed to have taken place in the 
first part of May, but there was no 
public explanation by the State 
Department for the delay. 
Representatives of the United 
States and the Soviet Union will 
meet May 11, also in Geneva, to 
begin technical arms discussions on 
verification procedures. But the

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Farm bloc avoids 
Carter collision 
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Carter defends 
his programs 
to Democrats 


WASHINGTON - (UPI) - President 
Carter today told a group of House 
Democrats there is a big “inflationary 
difference” in the level of farm price 
supports and the minimum wage he 
favors and the amounts advocated in 
Congress 
Carter also told the group, assembled 
in the state dining room of the White 
House, “I think we ought to quit wasting 
our money on unnecessary w ater 
projects.” 
The President has proposed farm price 
supports much lower than those sought 
by farm groups and some members of 
Congress. 
He also has proposed raising the 
minimum wage from $2.30 an hour to 
$2.50. while the AFL-CIO is seeking a $3 
minimum. A bill pending in the House 
would put it at $2.86. 
Carter told the congressmen there is a 
“tremendous inflationary difference” 
between the level of farm supports and 
the minimum wage he advocates and the 
amounts espoused on Capitol Hill. 
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good beginning for White House and con­ 
gressional relations. 
“I’m grateful for your advice ... and 
criticism. I’m trying to carry out the 
promises I made during the campaign to 
you and your constituents.” 
The President said he has had to ad­ 
dress a series of “ controversia! 
problems." adding, “ It is my hope and 
expectation that the budget will be 
balanced by the end of my term.” 
And. in a reference to the cutbacks he 
has proposed in federal spending for 
water and dam projects, he said, “I think 
we ought to quit wasting money on un­ 
necessary water projects.” 
Carter also mentioned his new energy 
program and said. “it’s diffici It to 
please all the groups.” 
He then took questions from the con­ 
gressmen for about an hour in a session 
closed to reporters. 
It was one of a series of meetings 
Carter plans to hold with congressional 
leaders to set a timetable for priority 
legislation before he leaves for London 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Democratic 
farm bloc leaders, trying to avoid a veto 
confrontation with President Carter, 
won House Agriculture Committee ap­ 
proval today of a scaled-down package of 
price support proposals. 
On a 25-20 vote, the com m ittee 
sidetracked a package of wheat and corn 
supports which Carter aides said faced 
certain veto. 
It adopted a compromise that commit­ 
tee leaders said had a “real chance" to 
become law because it is close to 
Carter’s proposals. 
Committee chairman Thomas Foley, 
D-Wash., said the compromise would 
give wheat growers about $500 million in 
government income support payments 
on their 1977 crop. 


The compromise, sponsored by Rep. 
W.R. Poage, D-Tex., would set the 1978 
support target price for wheat at $3 8 
bushel in place of the $3.20 proposed by a 
House subcommittee and the $2.90 
proposed by the administration. 


For com. the compromise set a 1978 
target of $2.10 a bushel instead of the 
subcommittee’s $2.40 figure and the 
administration's $2 proposal. 


Target prices are used to trigger 
government payments to farmers in case 
markets fall below the target level. 
The Poage proposal also would raise 
1977 crop support targets set earlier. The 
wheat target would be raised to $2.65 a 
bushel from $2.47 and the com target to 
$1.85 a bushel compared with $1.70.

In the report to the super­ 
visors. Nichols said a State 
Water Quality Control Board 
report adopted in the fall of 1974 
stated new septic tank systems 
should generally be limited to 
new divisions of land having a 
minimum parcel size of one 
acre, except where soil and 
other physical constraints are 
particularly favorable In these 
cases, parcel size should not be 
less than one half acre Subdivi­ 
sions based on parcel size of 
less than one half acre should 
be sewered regardless of soil 
suitability. 


The 20.000 s q u a r e foot 
minimum lot size mentioned by 
the committee is roughly half 
an acre.

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U.S., Cuba 
agree on 
fishing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States and Cuba today 
announced agreement on fish­ 
ing rights in waters off the two 
countries. 


The two-part agreement, 
reached in face-to-face bargain­ 
ing between U.S. and Cuban of­ 
ficials in New York and 
Havana, is seen as a significant 
step toward better relations 
between the two countries. 
Details were not immediately 
announced, but it covered 
overlapping fishing territorial 
waters off the Florida coast and 
is also expected to allow Cuban 
boats limited fishing rights 
elsewhere within the U S 200- 
mile limit. 


Assistant Secretary of State 
Terence Todman, the Carter 
administration’s top aide for 
Latin American policy, re­ 
turned from Cuba today and the 
announceent was made a short 
time later. 


It was only the second 
bilateral agreement between 
the two countries since the 
United States broke relations 
with the communist govern­ 
ment of Fidel Castro 16 years 
ago. An anti-hijacking agree­ 
ment lapsed two weeks ago. 


The fisheries negotiations 
became necessary after both 
the United States and Cuba ap­ 
proved a 200-mile fishing zone 
on M arch 1. T h eir new

Cancer threat from asbestos in 
common household items reported 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
There is a potential cancer 
threat from asbestos in a 
number of common household 
products, ranging from imita­ 
tion fireplace ash to modeling 
clay used by children, an en­ 
vironmental group told the 
government today. 
The Natural Resources De­ 
fense Council made the allega­ 
tion to the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission in advance 
of the agency’s meeting to 
decide whether a crackdown on 
asbestos is warranted. 
The NRDC last July 15 asked 
for a ban on spackling com- 


pounds and other wall patching 
mixtures containing asbestos, 
saying such preparations were 
exposing m illio n s of un­ 
suspecting consum ers to a 
“substantial risk of cancer.” 


At that time it said asbestos, 
a known carcinogen, is released 
into the air when such com­ 
pounds are mixed or sanded and 
later on when “ walls are 
sanded or repaired or tom down 
for replacement.” 


To underscore its request for 
a more general move against 
asbestos beyond that used in 
construction, the NRDC told 


the commission it believes 
there is an additional asbestos 
hazard in such items as fake 
fireplace ash, used in natural 
gas-fired fire places, which 
glows when heated. 
It also said some modeling 
clays used by children have 
been found to contain up to 50 
per cent asbestos. 
In addition it said there is a 
potential problem with vinyl 
floor tile because the adhesive 
used to keep it in place contains 
asbestos, which is released into 
the air when the floor is sanded 
after the tile is taken up.

PARIS (UPI) — Vietnamese 
Premier Pham Van Dong said 
today he is “optimistic” that 
the coming talks with the 
United States in Paris will 
begin a new era in their two 
countries' relationship. 
Dong's aides later told UPI 
that Hanoi will demand in the 
talks, opening next Tuesday, 
that the Carter administration 
abide by the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s pledge to grant Vietnam 
$3.5 billion in reconstruction aid 
— a promise put into cold 
storage after North Vietnam’s 
invasion of the South in 1975 
Buoyed up by France’s deci­ 
sion to give hard-pressed, war- 
ravaged Vietnam help worth 
$264 million. Dong told a news 
conference he was looking 


forward to a successful conclu­ 
sion of the talks with the 
Americans aimed at normaliz­ 
ing their relations. 
The news conference was 
held at the end of a four-day of­ 
ficial visit Dong made to 
France He will be staying on 
for a two-day private visit. 
“We will be discussing all 
kind of problems.” Dong said 
when asked about the coming 
talks “ I am optimistic about 
the successful result of the 
talks,” 
Nguyen Co Thach, a Viet­ 
namese Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter. later said that Vietnam will 
be represented at the bilateral 
parley by Pham Hien. another 
deputy foreign minister. 
Hien and the U S negotiator. 


Richard Holbrooke, Assistant 
Secretary of State for East 
Asian and Pacific Affairs, will 
be holding the talks alternately 
in their two Paris embassies. 
Both men were associated with 
the 1968-73 
Vietnam peace 
talks. 
“We expect the United States 
to abide by their pledge to 
provide $3.5 billion in aid” for 
reconstruction of Vietnam, 
Thach said.

Wiley shot a man in a dispute 
over the ownership of a slave in 
1841 while he was living in a 
neighboring Georgia county. 
Black said. He stood trial for 
the killing, but was acquitted 
after witnesses said it was self 
defense 
“The sheriff was with him 
when the shooting occurred.”

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. is 
opposing provisions of two 
major property tax relief bills 
which would increase income 
taxes of the wealthy by $324 
million to $520 million a year. 


Brow n told re p o rte rs 
Wednesday the state’s $1 
billion-plus surplus makes an 
income tax hike unnecessary. 


Meantime, more than 2,000 
homeowners and renters of the 
Citizens Action Group demon­ 
strated at the state Capitol for 
passage of tax relief legislation. 
“ We want tax justice now,” 
they chanted. 


Both the Assembly’s major 
tax relief plan and a rival 
Senate version authored by Sen. 
Nicholas Petris, D-Oakland, 
would raise taxes of the 
wealthy by adding new higher 
tax brackets. The plans would 
raise $324 million and $520 
million, respectively, through 
this device. 


Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy first questioned the need 
for the higher income tax 
brackets. He told reporters 
lawmakers “ should be ques­ 
tioning” whether such tax hikes 
are justified to provide home- 
owner-renter tax relief. 


“ If we have an adequate sur­ 
plus we ought to be doing it out 


of surplus,” McCarthy said. 


Later the governor was asked 
if he favored the higher 
brackets. “ I think given the 
state of the surplus we do not 
need to increase income tax­ 
es,” Brown told reporters. “ We 
have adequate revenues.” 


Only a Brown-supported 
measure authored by Sen. 
Jerome Smith, D-Saratoga, 
avoids tax increases on the 
wealthy while dispensing tax 
relief for property owners and 
renters.

An estimated 175 residents of 
the Los Olivos area received of­ 
ficial word Tuesday night that 
the Santa Barbara County 
Special Problems Committee 
will present the draft of an or­ 
dinance to the county super­ 
visors Monday recommending 
that a special area be set up to 
restrict building to parcels no 
smaller than 20,000 square feet 
or a half an acre during the next 
12 months 
Charles Wagner, director of 
the Dept, of Public Works, said 
a hearing on the proposed or­ 
dinance has been placed on the 
supervisors’ agenda for 11:30 
a.m. 
Implementation of the edict, 
Wagner said, would give the 
committee and the community- 
at-large time to look at the 
"problem," which takes in the 
areas of safeguarding the un­ 
derground water supply, septic 
systems, flood control, roads 
and traffic flow, and fire 
protection. 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund 
presided at the session original­ 
ly scheduled for one of the clas­ 
srooms of the old Los Olivos 
School. The huge turnout, 
however, forced transfer of the 
meeting to the gymnasium 
where every seat in the 
bleachers was taken. Many at­ 
tending stood throughout the 
two-hour session. 
Hedlund explained the 
meeting was called to inform 
the people of Los Olivos the 
findings of the Sp ecial 
Problems Committee, headed 
by Wendell Nichols of the public 
works department, before the 
draft of the ordinance could be 
presented Monday. 
Flanking Hedlund at tables 
facing the audience were 
members of the committee, 
plus County Counsel Dana 
Smith. Seated in the audience 
were County Planning Director 
Britt Johnson and county flood 
control engineer Jam es 
Stubacher. 


Committee members who of­ 
fered comments pertinent to 
their respective departments 
were Greg Clark of the north 
county office of environmental 


health; Lee Steward, county 
director of transportation; Bob 
Partie, assistant flood control 
engineer and David Pierce of 
the health department. 
Seated with the group, too, 
were Paul Gilman, president of 
the Los Olivos Improvement 
Assn., and John Brigham, vice 
president of the group. 
Nichols explained the special 
problems committee was 
formed by the supervisors in 
1974 to study the "concerns” of 
Los Olivos, Santa Ynez, Ballard 
and Los Alamos. 
He said that w ith the 
proliferation of building in Los 
Olivos during the past year and 
construction on narrow 50-foot 
lots becoming "v e ry ac­ 
tive,” Nichols said it was the 
feeling of the committee that it 
meet the technical problems 
prevalent before “ the town 
built up." 
Clark, who said the staff had 
taken an objective look at the 


Los Olivos problem without 
adopting any type of philosophy 
— growth or no growth — said 
his department was particular­ 
ly concerned with the density of 
the lots, noting that some were 
in the 25 foot commercial 
category. 
He said planning department 
figures gave the population of 
Los Olivos as 286 with a poten­ 
tial of 625 to 650. He said the 
elevation of Los Olivos was 830 
feet, with the ground water 
level at 725. He pointed out that 
the State Water Resources 
Control Board was in the 
process of initiating a study in 
cooperation with the committee 
on the town’s ground water sup­ 
ply 
He predicted continued build­ 
up of the town would result in 
septic tank problems and 
declared Los Olivos had the 
greatest potential density in the 
county not served by a public 
sewage system. 
Farmers eligible 
for cost assistance 
Because Santa Barbara 
County has been declared a dis­ 
aster area, livestock producers 
are now eligible for both as­ 
sistance in purchasing ad­ 
ditional feed as well as with 
transportation costs. 
According to Ensley E. Wood, 
county executive director of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, U.S. 
Dept, of Agriculture, the dollar 
amount for purchasing ad­ 
ditional feed through the E R P 
— emergency feed program — 
is 50 per cent of the cost of the 
feed purchases not to exceed 
two cents a pound and 10 pounds 
per animal per day. This 
amounts to 20 cents per animal 
unit per day. 
The transportation assistance 
will be given through the CTAP 
— Cattle Transportation As­ 
sistance Program. The aid will 
be available for transportation 
costs to and from grazing 
areas The maximum amount 
of cost-share assistance shall 
be limited to the smaller of two 


thirds of the actual cost but not 
to exceed $24 a head for cattle 
or $8 a head for sheep. 


The sign-up period is now un­ 
der way and will continue 
through June 15, Wood said. He 
noted that any additional feed 
purchased prior to the starting 
date will be deducted from the 
eligible poundage. 
Animals 
must be at least six months old 
and have been owned by the ap­ 
plicant for at least six months. 


Cattle, sheep, swine and 
goats are included in the 
program. Horses, Wood said, 
are eligible for horse owners 
where the raising of horses is 
the primary source of income 
for the farm. The program will 
not be extended to horses main­ 
tained for other purposes.

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Brown asks crime 
control package 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. to­ 
day pressed for approval of an 
eight-point crim e control 
package, including overhaul of 
a controversial probation pro­ 
gram launched a decade ago by 
h is fath er to keep local 
criminals at home. 


“ It has been on the books for 
a long time and it’s now time 
we change it.” Brown declared 
of the annual $20 million-plus 
probation subsidy program to 
counties. 


The governor, appearing 
more and more like a candidate 
for expected re-election next 
year, delivered a relatively 
rare “ laundry list” of anti­ 
crim e proposals he wants 
enacted this year in a speech to 
district attorneys on Wednes­ 
day. 


He also endorsed or proposed 
legislation to provide mandato­ 
ry prison terms for parolees 
convicted of a violent crime; to 
abolish post-conviction bail for 
criminals sentenced to prison 
but who have not started serv­ 
ing time; to limit trial court 
delays; and to encourage pay­ 
ment of restitution by criminals 
to their victims. 
Aides noted that some parts 
of what Brown wants already 
had been introduced in the 
legislature while others are in 
the drafting stage 
Enactm ent of the eight 
points. Brown told a conference 
of the California District At­ 
torneys Association, “ will take 
us in the direction of a more

safe, more secure society. ” 
Brown made clear that the 
cornerstone of his package was 
a “ fundamental” restructuring 
of the probation subsidy pro­ 
gram under which counties, in 
effect, are paid by the state to 
keep convicted felons at home 
on probation rather than lock­ 
ing them up in state prisons 


The program was enacted in 
1965 when Brown's father. Ed­ 
mund G. “ P at” Brown, was 
chief executive. In its 1966 first 
year of operation, the program 
cost $1.6 million. The price 
since has soared to in excess of 
$20 million 


C on serv atives and som e 
liberals long have criticized 
probation subsidy, contending 
that it freed felons to commit 
further crimes. 


But Brown, who has adopted 
an increasingly get-tougher-on- 
crime posture, asserted he 
wanted to abolish the financial 
incentive to counties which he 
said encourages them “ to put 
violent offenders back on the 
streets when they ought to be 
going to state prison ” 


Later, he told reporters he 
did not want to dismantle the 
program entirely but sought to 
sweep violent offenders on 
probation from the local streets 
and into state lockups 
The governor also proposed a 
“ revenue sharing” plan under 
which state grants now ear­ 
marked for probation subsidy 
would be sent directly to county 
supervisors for redistribution 
as they saw fit to make their 
communities “ more secure ” 
Police, sheriffs, prosecutors 
and probation officers could 
become independent recipients 
of the funds, he said, or the 
money could be divided among 
them 


Two hours later. Senate 
Republican 
leader George 
Deukmejian of Long Beach 
rushed out an announcement 
that he had introduced a bill 
that day along the lines Brown 
spoke of 
He “ invited” the 
governor to support it

continue, G M says 


INDIAN 
W ELLS, C alif. 
(UPI) — General Motors Corp. 
will not stop its “ engine usage” 
policy of substituting a power 
plant built by another GM divi­ 
sion. 
GM President E lliott M. 
Estes said Wednesday at the 
spring business conference of 
the Motor Car Dealers Associa­ 
tion of Southern California that 
engines would continue to be 


substituted when a particular 
car is in short supply. 
The engine-swapping policy 
surfaced during recent disclo­ 
sures that GM had subsitututed 
Chevrolet-built engines in about 
128,000 1977 model Buicks, 
Oldsmobiles and Pontiacs. 
More than 10 states, including 
California, have since filed con­ 
sumer fraud suits against GM 
because of the swapping.

Nixon uncomfortable 
but answers queries

HOLLYW OOD (U P I) - 
R ichard Nixon “ appeared 
uncomfortable” with some of 
the questions David Frost 
asked him but did not refuse to 
answ er any. accordin g to 
Marvin Minoff, vice president 
of Frost's Paradine Co. 
“ Som etim es 
Nixon w as 
pleased with an answer and he 
showed it.” said Minoff. who 
was present for 11 of the 12 ses­ 
sions in which Frost, the British 
t e l e v i s i o n 
p e r s o n a l i t y , 
questioned Nixon before televi­ 
sion cameras. 
The taped sessions are being 
edited into four 90-minute 
programs. 
“ Sometimes he appeared un­ 
comfortable, but he did not 
refuse point blank to answer 
any question put to him ," 
Minoff said 
The rules of the program, for 
which Nixon was reportedly 
paid $600.000. required that Nix­ 
on not know the questions in ad­ 
vance and have no control over 
the editing of the broadcast 
shows. Nixon was entitled to 
refuse to answer questions, but 
the producers could show him 
doing so. 


G O P leaders 
hit instant 
registration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan and other con­ 
servative Republicans warn 
President Carter’s plan for ins­ 
tant voter registration could 
mean permanent Democratic 
majorities and the doom of the 
GOP 
Additionally, local election 
officials claim the proposal 
would mean added financial 
burdens on local governments, 
long lines at the polls and in­ 
creased voter fraud 
Carter's plan to allow voters 
to register by showing up on 
election day with a drivers’ 
license or other identification 
was the subject of a hearing by 
the House Administration Com­ 
mittee and a forum of the 
American Conservative Union, 
both Wednesday. 
The plan has been endorsed 
by “ good” government groups, 
but condemned by some Repub­ 
licans and viewed with caution 
by election officials It has wide 
D e m o c r a t i c s u p p o r t in 
Congress and is expected to be 
p a s s e d this y e a r 
S o me 
modifications may occur, in­ 
cluding one to delay its effec­ 
tive date until the 1980 presiden­ 
tial election. 
Carter wants it in effect for 
the 1978 congressional races 
Reagan's warning can№ in 
the latest issue of his newslet­ 
ter, where he said the Carter 
election r e f o r m package 
“ might as well be called the 
Permanent Democratic Party 
Majority and 
Incum bents’ 
Protection Plan of 1977.” 
“ If any or all of it becomes 
law. it could stand the federal 
system on Its head, invite 
wholesale election fraud, fur­ 
ther restrict effective chal­ 
lenges to incumbents and 
render the Republican Party as 
dead as the dodo bird,” he said 
Conservative political colum­ 
nist Kevin Phillips said at the 
forum that passage of the bill in 
time for the 197% elections as 
proposed by Carter will deny 
Republicans the off-year elec­ 
tion comeback they normally 
would enjoy. 


Rep 
Charles Wiggins. R- 
Calif.. said the bill does nothing 
to address “ just plain voter 
apathy” which he said is the 
main cause of a poor turnout. 


Minoff. who said he had met 
with Nixon off and on for two 
years to arrange the program, 
said that compared to when 
their talks began Nixon “ seems 
a bit stronger now. He wasn’t 
the man we saw on tv during 
Watergate.” 
“ Once the cameras were go­ 
ing. he was able to concentrate 
without any trouble. 
The sessions were conducted 
last month in a home in a 
wealthy community on the 
Pacific Coast north of Nixon’s 
San Clemente estate. The ses­ 
sions were moved from San 
Clemente because the strong 
navigational signal broadcast 
from the neighboring Coast 
Guard station interfered with 
the equipment 
“ I think the interviews are in­ 
sightful. dram atic and suc­ 
cessful. many of them are very 
revealing. The show will con­ 
tain hard news and previously 
undisclosed facts about Mr. 
Nixon and his presidential 
years.” Minoff said. 
The first show, “ Nixon and 
Watergate.” is being edited 
now for broadcast by 135 sta­ 
tions around the country May 4, 
he said It will also be carried 
by some radio stations. 
Three more will follow at 
weekly intervals — “ Nixon and 
the World,” “ War at Home and 
Abroad’’ and “ Nixon’s Final 
Days." 
Nixon will not see the finished 
shows until they are broadcast, 
he said.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (UPI) - 
The California scientist who 
f i r s t 
t h e o r i z e d 
th a t 
f l u o r o c a r b o n 
a e r o s o l 
propellants were destroying the 
Earth's protective ozone layer 
predicts the federal govern­ 
ment will propose a ban on the 
use of the chemical next week. 
Dr. F.S. Rowland, a professor 
of chemistry at the University 
of California-Irvine, 
testifed 
Wednesday in favor of an Ohio 
ban on the sale of aerosol 
products using fluorocarbons 
after Dec. 31, 1978. 
Rowland, who first proposed 
the theory of the fluorocarbon 
effects on the ozone layer with 
Dr. Mario Molina in 1974, said 
the U.S. Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency had given him the 
“timetable” for federal action 
last year in Switzerland. 
“Next week the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration and 
the U.S. Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency will announce a ban 
by April 1979,” said Rowland. 
Rowland explained his theory 
to the Ohio Senate Environment 
Committee and warned the pan­ 
el not to hold off action on the 
proposed state ban because of 
the expected federal action, 
because of the effect of lob­ 
byists on Congress. 


He said the federal proposal 
would face stiff opposition by 
lobbyists, particularly those 
from the DuPont chemical 
company, the largest U S 
manufacturer of fluorocarbons. 


Rowland explained that 
fluorocarbons. which are wide­ 
ly used in deodorants and hair 
sprays but which have been 
replaced by harmless chemi­ 
cals in paints, waxes, glues and 
home-cleaning products, even­ 
tually find their way into the 
ozone layer some 13 to 30 miles 
above the Earth.

Prisoner swap treaty pressed 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
— The hundreds of Americans 
now being held in Mexican jails 
may be returning home by Sept. 
1. according to Texas Attorney 
General John Hill. 
Hill, who recently returned 
from Washington where he lob­ 
bied for congressional ap­ 
proval of the U S -Mexico 
Prisoner 
Exchange Treaty, 
said Wednesday most of the 604 
Am ericans in Mexican jails 
would be eligible for immediate 


parole under U.S. law. 
Hill said influential lawmak­ 
ers have agreed to work for 
congressional approval of the 
treaty. 


The agreement would allow 
the American prisoners, most 
of whom are in jail on drug 
charges, to finish serving their 
sentences in the United States. 
The agreement was approved 
by the Mexican congress last 
vear 


“ I don't want to create false 
hope because I realize it might 
cause people affected by what I 
might say additional anguish 
and anxiety to say Sept. 1 and 
then not be able to meet it,” 
Hill said. 


“ But I'm optimistic now by 
Sept 1 we will be finished with 
the work in Congress and be 
able to move on along with ac­ 
tually transferring some of 
these individuals.”

Lompoc citizens and tax­ 
payers got a real good look at 
bureaucracy in action with the 
final hearing on the applica­ 
tion of the Lompoc Hospital 
District to utilize 13 beds in 
their Convalescent Care 
Center. 
It has taken more than a 
year to conclude all of the 
n ecessary 
bureaucratic 
requirements. Nearly $3,000 
has been expended by the dis­ 
trict in application fees not to 
count the many, many hours of 
hospital legal counsel, 
members of the board of 
trustees and administration. It 
has taken calls for citizens to 
appear at two public hearings 
to support the logic of the 
request, not to mention the 
time the citizens gave. 
The process has required the 
appearance of high-salaried 
bureaucrats to descend upon 
Lompoc to conduct the hear­ 
ings, to sit and hear an appeal 
that could not be questioned. 
Further, the costs mounted 
as backup legislation was 
prepared to counter any 
negative action of the state 
h e a lth 
d e p a r t m e n t 
bureaucracy.

Reps may quit House 


Links with the past! 


Quite i number of yean ago 1 recall 
the excitement of opening a book on 
archaeology. And after all these yean 
since then, stories from the book still re­ 
main clear in my memory. One was 
about a fraud perpetuated by a building 
contractor of ancient times. It has to 
rank as one of the earliest frauds ever. 
The comparison of 
the foundation of an 
old building with the 
plans drawn by the 
architect showed that 
some large copper 
fasteners that should 
have been in place 
were not to be found. 
The absence indicated 
either that someone 
had stolen them after 
the building was built, 
or what is more likely, 
that the contractor 
omitted the fasteners perhaps in order to 
sell them for the value of the copper for 
his own gain. 
Years later, I recall sitting in on the 
excavation of the Encino Monument in 
Encino. Two professors from the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California did the job for 
the state. The work sessions were on 
Saturday and there was always a social 
gab session afterwards. 
It was exciting to see the project un 
fold. Sod was taken up in one-inch layers, 
sifted and after the extraction of ar­ 
tifacts, whatever there was. was finally 
returned to the ground. 
Still years later I had a ringside seat on 
the “dig” at the Gertrudis Chapel in 
Foster Park, east of Ventura and west of 
Ojai. My old friend, archaeologist Bob 
Browne was participating as an as­ 
sociate of archaeologist Roberta 
Greenwood of UCLA under a grant from 
the state of California. Careful research 
in various archives enabled the 
archaeologists to come within about 20 
feet of the actual chapel site when they 
dug their first spade of earth. 
That, too, was exciting. 
A few years before that, Browne was 
credited with finding the oldest human 
art form ever discovered in the New 
World. It was a stone carving of a toad. 
So valuable was the artifact that Browne 
kept it in a safe and exhibited a plastic 
replica in various museums. 
A few yean after the Gertrudis Chapel 
project, Browne and his wife were going 
through Ventura on Saturday when they 
noticed bulldozers clearing away a large 
area for a senior citiaen housing project. 
Browne was aghast, because he had 
always thought the area might have 
some archaeological value The men on— 
the bulldoaers refused to halt their work 
so Browne got a policeman and made 
enough racket to stall the construction 
until Monday when city officials could be 
consulted. The city council halted the 
construction officially to give Browne 
and other archaeologists time to explore. 
The results were rewarding. 
Closer to home 1 think we lost a good 
bet in not doing some exploration in 
building sites, on Ocean Avenue, west of 
H Street, before they were damaged by 
recent leveling and construction. There 
was a Chinese section I believe, which 
was settled many years ago. 
Work by the Lompoc chapter of the 
Santa Barbara County Archaeological 
Society at Beattie Park and, I guess, 


before that on the Neal Elms property 
south of Locust Avenue and between E 
and G Streets are examples of what can 
be done to help preserve valuable 
depositories. 
The latter is the site of the original La 
Purisima Mission. 
All that is to the fore now because of a 
proposal to divide the property to pave 
the way for home construction. The 
city's Environmental Quality Committee 
was to discuss the impact of the develop­ 
ment on the historic site Wednesday. 


The death this week of Laura 
Henderson came as a shock, although it 
was obvious to this reporter that she was 
not well in recent months. 
Laura used to stop in to the Record 
editorial department every day or so in 
the days when the department was in the 
front of the old Record building forerun­ 
ner of the present modem structure. 
She befriended my wife in the early 
days when we didn’t know many people. 
Later she answered my call for people 
to help found the Robert R. Young Iris 
Society. The society was lean in those 
days. Sometimes only four or five 
persons would show up and Laura was 
always one of them. Years later, she 
confessed, that, although she loved 
flowers and iris among them she really 
came out because of her loyality. She 
saw how few people there were at some 
of the meetings and she wanted to be 
there in case no one else was there. 
Later after the society began to boom 
she still came to the meetings, but less 
frequently. Whenever she did come, she 
always made a point of saying a few 
friendly words. 


WASHINGTON — The tough new 
House ethics code is forcing many con­ 
gressmen to choose between their hefty 
outside incomes and early retirement. 
Beginning in the next session of 
Congress, no member can earn more 
than $8,625 from outside ventures. The 
code, which was supposed to help justify 
their recent salary 
hikes to $57,500, will 
make some members 
e ith e r 
a b a n d o n 
lu c ra tiv e p riv a te 
sidelines or pack their 
bags. 
Take the case of 
Rep. Otis Pike, D.- 
N.Y., the dapper, 
white-haired former 
chairman of the House 
Select Committee on 
Intelligence. He now 
serves on a key health 
subcommittee, where he has sponsored 
several bills on Medicare and hospitals. 
At the same time, Pike is also vice 
president and director of Long Island 
Home Ltd., which owns a nursing home 
and a psychiatric hospital. In fact, Pike 
owns 26 per cent of these medical 
facilities. 
One of the facilities, South Oaks 
Psychiatric Hospital, receives over $1 
million a year in Medicare payments 
from the federal government. The 
Broadlaw n M anor N ursing Home 
receives between $50,000 and $100,000 a 
year from Medicare. 
Meanwhile. Pike has sponsored a 
statute insuring that 1976 Medicare pay­ 
ments to doctors would be no lower than 
those for 1975. The same law granted 
temporary waivers of some nursing staff 
requirements to small hospitals in rural 
areas. 
But the popular, nine-term liberal has 
also proposed cracking down on 
Medicare fraud. 
Pike insisted there is no conflict of in­ 
terest involved. “ It's only a conflict of 
interest if it benefits me or my 
hospital,” he told our reporter Jane 
Winebrenner. 
“ All hospitals receive 
Medicare payments." 
When asked if legislation he has in­ 
troduced has benefited him or his 
hospital. Pike paused for a long time, 
then said softly: "I know it hasn't 


The Long Island Democrat refused to 
tell us how much money he earns as vice 
president of the medical facilities, but he 
admitted it was over the $8,625 limit in 
the new ethics code. 
Pike wouldn't rule out resigning from 
Congress, or quitting Long Island Home, 
where he has been a director for 29 
years. "I reconsider every two years 
whether I will run for Congress,” he told 
us. 
SECRET TAX BREAKS The White 
House has blocked an attempt to shed 
more light on the secret operations of the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRSh 
For years, the IRS has made confiden­ 


tial rulings on tax breaks for corpora­ 
tions and well-to-do taxpayers. The 
agency responds to specific requests 
from these big shots with a “private let­ 
ter ruling.” which then sets a legal 
precedent for future tax deductions in 
similar cases. But the average taxpayer 
has no way of knowing about these 
private tax breaks and thus can’t take 
advantage of them. Even Congress has 
no access to the secret decisions. 
Recently, however, after a federal court 
order. Congress approved a plan to 
release the hidden rulings. 
But here’s the catch: Only new rulings 
must be made public. And, even on the 
new rulings, key facts (such as names of 
the companies involved) are being 
withheld. Past rulings can be released 
only if the White House grants additional 
funds to publish them as the IRS has 
requested. The Office of Managment and 
Budget, however, turned down the 
request cold. 
Although the agency received past 
funding to make 30,000 rulings a year, we 
have learned the IRS actually makes 
only 3,000 to 6.000. The others are simply 
rubber-stamp approvals that cost vir­ 
tually nothing, according to Tax Analysts 
and Advocates, a public interest group. 
Meanwhile, a select group of high- 
powered New York and Washington at­ 
torneys has cornered a “black m arket” 
on past private rulings. They have been 
peddling them to the highest bidder.

told us that other expenditures took 
priority over publishing the rulings. 
Besides, he added, the IRS seems to feel 
that the matter was “not that impor­ 
tant." But the IRS insists it asked for 
more money and shouldn’t be blamed by 
the White House. 
SUGGESTION BOX: A year ago to­ 
day, we created the National Suggestion 
Box to solicit ideas on how to solve the 
country's problems. More than 25,000 
suggestions have poured in from all 50 
states and overseas. 
We have brought these suggestions to 
the attention of key officials. At first, it 
w as d iffic u lt to p e n e tr a te th e 
bureaucratic fortress. Since President 
Carter took office, however, the govern­ 
ment has been more responsive to 
suggestions from average people. 
Earlier in the year, for example, Lloyd 
Purvin of El Paso, Texas, suggested that 
utility companies charge more equitable 
rates for natural gas. 
Many big utilities, he noted, use a rate 
system which rewards big industrial 
users. The administration seems to 
agree and has proposed that local 
authorities change to fairer rate struc­ 
tures, which curb discounts to big 
business.

I have been giving serious considera­ 
tion to planting a garden again this spr­ 
ing, but I was not encouraged by the 
report of a friend of mine who described 
his gardening efforts, started several 
weeks ago. 
“First,” he said, “I spaded the ground, 
turning under the compost. Then I added 
nitrogen fertilizer and raked a smooth 
seedbed. Then I carefully planted the 
seeds exactly one foot apart and one and 
one-eighth inches deep. 
“And do you know what?” he asked. 
“What?” I panted. 
“That’s the last I ever saw of the 
blasted things!” 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
George Meany 


WASHINGTON - With friends like 
that who needs enemies? This familiar 
question might well be put on the score 
of President Carter's relationship with 
George Meany. president forever of the 
AFL-CIO 
President Carter has taken some 
stands that required political courage 
This was notably true 
of his position against 
the p ro te c tio n ists 
dem anding higher 
barriers against the 
importation of low- 
cost shoes, which 
would have cost con­ 
sumers in the low- 
in co m e b r a c k e ts 
anywhere from $500 
million to $200 million 
depending on which 
economists provided 
the figures for the pro 
or anti side. 
One result was to start the adrenalin 
flowing with the aged labor boss 
denouncing Carter The argument that 
far more jobs depend on exports than can 
possibly be hurt by low tariffs makes no 
impression cm Meany. He is a protec­ 
tionist pure and simple and, I would add, 
an inflationist. 
That makes it all the more curious that 
he should have named Meany as co- 
chairman of a panel to help coordinate 
labor and management in restraining in­ 
flation With Meany the president named 
Reginald H Jones of General Electric. 
With Meany’s blessing, if not active 
encouragement, every large-scale wage 
settlement since the first of the year has 
been inflationary. Wage increases, 
together with fringe benefits, have 
averaged 10 per cent. This is in in­ 
dustries certain to pass these cost in­ 
creases on to consumers with a resulting 
rise in prices. 
The Carter anti-inflation program 
relies heavily on voluntarism. The presi­ 
dent had already given way on the $80 tax 
rebate which was naive if not downright 
foolish 
Aside from the difficulty of getting it 
through Congress, it was a concession to 
such anti-inflationists as Arthur Bums, 
chairm an of the Federal Reserve 
System, and Carter’s own advisers, 
Secretary of the Treasury W. Michael 
Blumental and Bert Lance of the Office 
of Management and Budget. 
As Burns has pointed out repeatedly, 
the wage increases have little relation to 
productivity. Therefore they will not 
result in a greater flow of goods, which 
might mean lower prices and more 
employment. 
Burns is backing a proposal put 
forward by Rep. Stanley H. Lundine, D- 
N.Y., for federal support for produc­ 
tivity councils. In communities large and 
small. the3e would unite labor, manage- 
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ment and government with the goal ot 
developing human resources for greater 
productivity. 
A former mayor of his home town of 
Jamestown. N.Y., Lundine initiated such 
a council in the area and achieved 
remarkable results. In the first three 
years of its existence, from March, 1972, 
to 1975, unemployment was reduced 
from 10.2 per cent to 4.2 per cent. The 
goal, as Lundine puts it, was improve­ 
ment in productivity of existing industry 
to enhance the quality of working life. 
Industries that had considered moving 
out decided to remain. New industries 
came into the area. Already in Maryland 
and Michigan and elsewhere com­ 
munities have copied the Jamestown 
model. Burns in a letter to Lundine said: 
“ The significant m erit of your 
Jamestown program is its flexibility to 
adapt community effort to solving par­ 
ticular regional problems ... federal seed 
money might be provided for the 
organization of productivity councils. 
These councils could help identify local 
problems — such as skill shortages, 
labor unrest, and unfavorable taxes — 
and design and implement corrective 
programs ” 


The Lundine proposal, co-sponsored by 
50 members of the House and introduced 
in the Senate by Sen Jacob Javits. R- 
N.Y., provides $40 million of seed money 
for the purposes that Burns suggested. It 
would give a boost to centers already 
working on the quality of life and its 
relationship to production. If this takes 
hold it could be a constructive move to 
help stop the headlong pace of rising 
prices. 
In his courageous doomsday address 
on the energy crisis, President Carter 
said parts of his energy program still to 
be unveiled would be inflationary. An of­ 
fset is needed and the Carter anti­ 
inflation program hardly comes under 
that head. 
If Meany A Co. had their way, 
members of the high-wage unions, a 
relatively small percentage of the total 
working class, would occupy a special 
privileged position eventually protected 
by higher tariff wails. 
Whether the unions in autos, rubber 
and oil will now support, or at any rate 
not oppose, the drastic measures essen­ 
tial to curing the energy crisis is a key 
question If they join the giant corpora­ 
tions that seem almost certain to use 
every possible means to prevent any 
encroachment on their domain, the 
chances of success will be slim indeed.
